Applicants' representative, Gregory A. Sebald spoke with over the telephone with 
Examiner Michael Ferguson on June 3, 2008. Claims 3-8, 1 1, 14, 17 and 20-23 were discussed. 
The Examiner proposed an Examiner's Amendment adding structure to claim 17 to provide 
sufficient clarity for mounting the rail to the mounting surface to recite a plurality of 
circumferentially arranged lips defining the passage by the resilient lips providing clarification 
regarding the first retaining element within the passage in a coupled position and the retaining 
resilient lips deforming radially outward to detach the first retaining element from the passage. 
The dependent claims were amended for consistency with an amended claim 17. The Examiner 
indicated the application would be in condition for allowance. Applicant's representative 
indicated that the claims need to be studied and that the Applicant would be contacted to confirm 
that the amendments were acceptable. 



Applicant's representative provided confirmation that the amendments were acceptable and that 
the amendments would be made by the Examiner's amendment on June 4, 2008. No other 
matters were discussed.
